Washington. Oct. 27. — Now that the 


government's

United States 
steel corporation 
has 


been fairly started, there will be no 
slow movements in the battle. When 
the bill was filed in the United States 
court at Trenton yesterday asking for 
the dissolution of 'the. corporation and 
its 
subsidiaries. 
Attorney 
General 


Wickersham also filed "a certificate of 
public importance." 
This states that 


the case is of utmost importance to the 
government and asks that it be heard 
by a bench of four jurists. Ordinarily 
it would be heard by only one. 


Although the steel corporation 
will 


have rfoitr months to make its answer 
to the government's allegation that it

"menace to the nation" and practically 
the most complete' monopoly ever per- 
fected in this country, there arc pos- 
sibilities of other dcvelpments in the 
meantime. Attorneys for the corpora- 
tion may demur to the

will appoint n master to hear testi- 
mony, and a battle of giants will1 be- 
gin. 
Expect Rapid Progress. 


Attorney General Wickorsham and 


other department of justice officials ex- 
pect to make progress much more rapid- 
ly than was done in cither the Stand- 
ard Oil and Tobacco cases. It was a 
little less than five years from the 
time those cas.es were started until 
they reached the supreme court o£ the 
United States -for decision. The court's 
decision in those cases, however, is ex- 
pected to expedite the trial of the 
«ecl case. The government's vo:w is 
that the court's decision in the oil case 
as regards stockholdings and inter- 
holdings can be applied to the steel 
corporation. 
The government's pur- 


pose is to show that the steel corpora- 
tion is only a giant trust to hold at 
least ft dozen others.' 


The bill charges that the Federal 


Steel company, the Carnegie company. 
of Now Jersey, the American Steel and 


Wire 
company, of Xew Jersey, the 


National Tube company, the National 
Steel company, the American Tin Plate 
company. American Steel Hoop com- 
pany, 'American Sheet Steel company 
and others are illegal trusts1 in them- 
selves and combinations to monopolize 
trade. 
The government asks that all 


these companies be dissolved and set 
back into the integral units of which 
they -were formed, even before the or- 
ganization of the United States steel 
corporation. 


It wns authoritatively announced to- 


day that -three judges will hear the 
case of the government against the 
United States steel corporations: The 
judges are George Gray, of Wilming- 
ton, Del.; Joseph Buffington, of .Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and William M. Lanning, of 
Trenton.. These judges recently handed 
down a decision in favor of the gov- 
ernment to dissolve the alleged powder 
trust. 
Subpoenas were issued 
today 


for'all the defendants. 


What Government Asks. 


The government asks not only for 


the dissolution of the United States 
steel corporation, but for the disso- 
lution of all constituent or subsidiary 
companies that are alleged to 
have 


combined in violation of the Sherman 
law to "maintain, or attempt to main- 
tain, a monopoly of the steel business." 
There arc thirty-six subsidiary cor- 
porations named as defendants. .

President Smiling and Fresh Despite 


Long Tour and Over 250 Speeches 


on Many Subjects. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 27—With bis 


departure from Milwaukee for Chicago 
today, 
President 
Taft 
practically 


brought to an end the last leg -of his 
swing around the circle as it was or- 
iginally planned 
at 
Washington and 


Beverly. 
Tomorrow the president will 


start in on a strenuous three days' pro- 
gram at Chicago and on Tuesday he will 
wind up the original trip at Pittsburg, 
the engagements that he has made fol- 
lowing that being quite distinct from 
those of the present journey. In the 
forty-one days that Mr. Taft has been 
' on the road he has made, according to 
the official stenographers, more than 250 
speeches and has discussed all 'sorts of 
subjects. 
Most of the speeches have 


been short, not more than 300 or 100 
words in length each, but there have 
been more than a score of set addresses 
that-have reached a length of 2,500 or 
3,000 words. 
The tariff, the vetoes of the woofen, 


farmers' free list and cotton bills, the 


tariff board and its composition, the 
relation of government to business, reci- 
procity—in the early stages of the trip 
—peace, and arbitration have been the 
main topics that the president has used, 
but on many occasions he 1ms turned -o 
farming, to the operations of the gov- 
ernment departments, conservation, the 
public domain and other questions in the 
public eye. Mr. Taft has spoken to *11 
sorts of crowds. Some of tiiem have 
run over the 100,000 mark; others have 
been closer to 10T7. Through it all the 
president has kept in Pnc voice and only 
once or twice has it become even husliy. 


Today Mr. Taft looks almost as fresh 


as when he stopped out on the platform 
of the Ideal* to say good bye to Bos- 
ton, Sept.. 15. With five days' rest at 
Hot Springs, .Va., ahead of him, he is 
expected to get back to the capital in 
practically as fit condition as when ho 
started on his trip. 
The president's day in Milwaukee in- 


cluded luncheon with 1,500 employers 
and employes of Milwaukee factories 
and an address.

Indianapolis, Oct. 
27.—Efforts 
to 


solve the mystery of the death of Dr. 
Helen.', Knabe, former state bacteriolp 
gist, today parted from the theory of 
•uicide. Evidence supplied to the police 


by ,T. C. Carr, a plumber, who said he 
leard screams from the Knabe apart- 
ment late last Monday night, corrobo- 
rating the statement of the negro jan- 
tor of the building, was. taken as con- 
clusive that the knife blow that almost 
severed the physician's head was struck 
not by herself but by a murderer. 


That the murderer was the man Carr 


saw emerge from an .alley in the rear of 
the building with a handkerchief pressed 
to his face was not given credence at 
police headquarters 
The appearance of 


this man, detectives said in their opin- 
ion, 
followed the screaming too quickly 


for the murderer to have run from the 
Knabe flat and through a passageway 
to the alley. 


However, the police officials admitted 


this man may have been connected in 
some way with the death of the physi- 
cian and' a large staff of detectives to- 
day persisted in investigating among 
Dr. Knabe's friends and acquaintances 
for a clue to the identity of her mur- 
derer.'

from restaurants 


where, it is alleged, Richeson and Miss 
Linnell 
dined 
together 
occasionally. 


Soon afterward Moses Grant Edmanils, 
whose daughter Richeson was to havu 
married next Tuesday, entered the ante 
room. 


It was reported today that books re- 


mVved by the police from Richoson's 
room at the-Carter home in Cambridge 
yesterday will be subjected to chemical 
tests. This action is said to be in con- 
nection with a report that the minister, 
two days before the death of Miss Lin- 
nell, procured a bowl of flour from Mrs. 
Carter, saying he wished to make pa«te 
for repairing. the binding of books and 
upon returning the bowl is. alleged to 
have cautioned her to cleanse the bowl 
thoroughly as poison had been in it. 
Today it 
was reported that Robert 


Burns, a detective, had declined to sur- 
render the suit case, which he secured 
in Rieheson's room last Saturday.

Traffic of Old Times. 


History points out that as late o« 


1838 one of the principal ways by 
which Fort Wayne was reached was by 
water and that starting nt ,6t. Mary's, 
Ohio, peltries and hides were brought 
here, carried to the boats on the Mau- 
ir*c and shipped to Toledo, then known 
as Swan Creek, and to Detroit. These 
articles were also brought on pack 
horses to the river for shipment. Mer- 
chandise was transported in the smna 
way and although St. Mary's river ia 
not involved in this action it is prob- 
ably a navigable stream under the law. 


In summing up Judge Yaple says the 


Maumcc river has never neon platted 
or sold, that up to 1835 nil of the ap- 
plied tests declared in favor of Mr. 
Inap's contention, that the navigability 
of a stream does not depend entirely 
upon its width or depth and does not 
require that it shall be navigable, at all 
Limes of the year.

now, by virtue of the gift of Gen. Tip- 
ton, the property of the state of Indi- 
ana; there Harrison was approached by 
Indian emisaries with pro-offers of peace 
that the more experienced officers felt. 
;o be the forerunner of treachery—anil 
this proved to be the case. 


Indians Attack in Force. 


Early on the following morning, No- 


verooer 7,'the Indians attacked in great 
force, a battle ensuing in the darkness 
which shrouded many a deed of heroism 
an;l valor, many valuable lines being 
sacrificed, as well as great numbers 
wounded, of who'm a considerable per- 
centage afterwards perished fro:n their 


juris. The ultimate victor}* '»>' wit1' 
he whites, and hinging upon this result 
was the control of the immense terri- 
tory mentioned before in this article, 
he power of the red men being com- 
pletely broken.

SC"About eleven years ago T first visited 
the Arbuckles on a trip inspired by a 
wonderful description %'iven by nn old 
fisherman on the banks of the < anadian. 
He told of gold, silver and other min- 


erals in the mountains and my curiosity 
was aroused. I was then only a girl in 
my 'teens.' but I had dreamed of great 
mineral riches and I decided to visit 
the field, determined to prospect them. 
My purse was slender for such an un- 
lertaking, 
but 1 knew that T could 


;eaeh school or work in an office during 
the winter months. 
My first valuable 


lessons in mineralogy and geology were 
obtained from books while employed by 
Judge. J. L. Brown, qur state senator, 
of Oklahoma Ciity. I also learned val- 
uable lessons while there in.law, wliicn 
have since proved of immense help to 
me in making contracts 
and buying 


lands. The judge was exceedingly kind 
and courteous to me. 
He never, ap- 


proved .of my prospecting expeditions, 
but that never daunted me;

"When my family and friends learned 


of my infactuation for- the prospector's 
life they tried to wean me from the 
'fad,' as they called it, but/ the more 
they tried to dissuade me the more 
convinced I was that success awaitet 
me when land titles were available. It 
took years to accomplish these things 
but I'succeeded fairly well. I now owi 
or control 'about 2,000 acres in the Ar- 
buckles, which no reasonable, sum can

study and still harder work among prac- 
tical mining prospectors I became quite 
an expert. 
"I was born at Farragut, Iowa, but re- 


moved with my family to Oklahoma 
when a girl. 
My family and friends 


called me 'era?y,' and nil such names, 
but I overlooked that. 
1 knew they 


were mistaken, and knew nothing what- 
ever about my work. 
\ 


"II was pi-cUy hard tn finance my 


work, but I managed sormshcw to get 


along. When 1 commenced shipping car- 
bonates of zinc f bought and leased ad- 
ditional lands with the proceeds. 


"The incorporation of the Indian Min- 


ing and Development company, with 
$1,000.000 capital stock, under Oklahoma 
aws, four years ago, attracted but lit- 
,lc attention, hut today I am its presi- 
ent and general manager. 
"Would 1 berate my sex for painting, 


nnd still worse, remaining indoors? No, 
I don't dispise my sex, neither do I de- 
nounce them for womanly vanity. 
I 


rather pity many of them for living sc 
'nr from ' nature. 
God never intended 


;hat women should wear a No. 3 shoe 
on a No. 5 foot, and other ridiculous 
and shameful togs. 
I may he unlike 


other girls in many respects^ but gooc 
clothes and nice things appeal'to me. T 
am devoted to Nature's realms and be 
licvc as women learn more, about th 
laws of health they will live nearer t 
nature.

States navy, retired, secured the seal 
in 1S73 from Col. John T. Pickett, the 
first confederate commissioner to Mex- 
ico' 
If he has not disposed of _it -e

"When it was realized by Mr. Davis 


and Vii« cabinet that Richmond wou.u 
have to be evacuated, confederate gov- 
ernment property, including archives 
books and papers, -were boxed up and, 
sent to Charlotte. N. C., for safety, and 
Mr Davis, in proclamations, declared 
"for a continuance of the struggle el«- 
vdiere, and it stands to reason, there- 
fore that the official use of the seal

The prices are so fixed that each phy- 


sician gets the same pay for each class 
of visit and kind of attention. Among 
their agreements is one 'forbidding the 
use of a -physician's name by the news- 
papers, except to state that 'M local phy- 
sician was railed in." 


Should the newspapers use the name 


of a physician called in a special case 
that paper will be boycotted by the as- 
sociation, and no member of the fra- 
ternity will be allowed to attend a mem- 
ber of the newspaper man's family, not 
even to dress the wounds of the ''devil" 
in the office should he perchance get his 
band caught in the machinery.

One of these routes lies wholly 
on the north side of the river, and the 
other two cross the river.
